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EXERPTS FROM CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN MRS, SARAH L. WINCHESTER 
- AND S. F. LEIB WITH REGARD TO FORMING CERTAIN TRUSTS 


Letter of Mrs. W. Dated September 18, 1908 


"{] am desirous of placing in trust en amount of money 


sufficient to zive the beneficiary $150 per month. I would like 


you to arrange this matter for me informing me what Trust Company 
you would consider for the purpose and what sum it would be necessary 
for me to furnish to carry out my plans. This trust would be 
created for the benefit of Mrs. Isabel C. Merriman of Palo Alto for 
whom I should desire check for $150 sent on the 1st of each month 
commencing, if possible, with November next. I would like this 
trust held for Mrs. Merriman during her lifetime and after her 
death to be held for her son W. W. Merriman and her daughter Mrs. 
F, A. Marriott during their lifetime, they to share the income 
equally. If either son or daughter should die, the survivor should 
receive the whole income. This son and daughter should have the 
right to dispose of his and her share of the trust fund by will. 

"] hope I have made my meaning clear and that there is 


no objection in carrying out my wish" 


Letter of Mr. L October 5, 1908 

"The matter can be arranged in the way you indicated, 
that is to say that upon the death of Mrs. Merriman and her children, 
should their be no issue, then the property should fall back in your 
estate, but in order to accomplish tis result you would have to make 
a provision of that kind consistent with your arrangements which you 


have already made or which you may meke with reference to your estate"

"You mentioned desiring to know the relation of the 


trust to other conditions of my estate. It would be entirely distinct

Separate from any other provision At a letter period I might 





be able to make an ultimate disposition of the trust fund which would 
be more satisfactorily than any I can make now and this is why I asked 
if it would bse possible to withdraw the trust at any time so that I 
could make other provision for its final disposal, but rather than 
have delay and complications I could deside upon each disposal without 
having it revert to my estate. 

"There are several individuals to whom for a long time it 
has been my custom to send monthly remittances and sometimes I find 
myself unable to attend to it promptly, so thought to relieve myself 
of the task by creating trusts. 

"ihe conditions + have suggested make it, of course, 


impossible to fix a definite time for the termination of the trust."

"The main trouble I have is to Know what to provide with 
reference to the final disposition of the fund on the death of all the 
beneficiaries in interested provided they leave no issue. I am inclined 
to think that it possibly would be better to adont the suggestion in 
your first letter of the 18th ult. that "If either son or daughter 
shouid die the survivor shoudd receive the whole income and this son 
or daughter should have the right to dispose of. his or her share of the 
trust fund by will
